To Follow Parley 

By Associated Press 
Japan's conquering armies 
marched in a huge semi-circle 
across China today, as rever¬ 
berations of an imperial con¬ 
ference in Tokyo rocked Cap¬ 
itols throughout the world. 

While the highest govern¬ 
ment and military officials of 
Japan met to draft formally "the 
empire’s unshakeable policy to¬ 
ward China," London, Paris and 
Washington turned anxious eyes 
toward the Far East. 

State department officials in 
Washington said it would be "dif¬ 
ficult” for President Roosevelt to 
refrain from invoking embargo 
provisions of the American neu¬ 
trality act if the conference re¬ 
sults in a formal declaration of 
war. 

British statesmen viewed with 
: alarm reports of four British river 
Irteamqrs caught between the fire 
of a Japanese destroyer and guns 
of China’s Boca Tigris forts—even 
as the French government in¬ 
structed Its ambassador at Tokyo 
to deliver an "energetic protest” 
against the bombing of a French 
Catholic mission at Nanning, 
South China, by Japanese war¬ 
planes.” 

In Washington some observers 
said imposition of the embargo 
would aid Japan, which has great¬ 
er facilities than China for mak¬ 
ing munitions. The most crucial 
point involved in the possible 
Japanese declaration of war they 
believed lay in the blockade Japan 
might seek to impose against all 
foreign shipping in the war zone.

Economic Situation 
Improvement Sought 

WASHINGTON. (.flPi President 
Roosevelt asked five industrial 
chieftains to confer with him at 
the White House late today on 
the business recession. 

Those invited for a 5 o'clock 
conference in the President’s study 
were: 

Alfred P. Sloan, chairman of the 
board of General Motors corpora¬ 
tion; Ernest G. Weir, chairman of 
the board of the National Steel 
corporation; Lewis Brown, presi¬ 
dent of Johns-Manville; M. W. Cle¬ 
ment, president of the Psnnsyl- 
vania railroad, and Colby Ches¬ 
ter, head of the General Foods 
corporation. 

LARGEST JIEETING j 

White House officials said the 
meeting, largest of its kind since 
the President, in his message to 
congress, urged the cooperation of 
business, agriculture and labor in 
combating the slump, would dis¬ 
cuss the economic situation genar- 
ally and how to improve it. 

In previous conferences—with 
Myron C. Taylor, retiring chair¬ 
man of the United States Steel 
corporation, and William S. Knud- 
sen, president of General Motors 
—Mr Roosevelt has frowned upon 
“high pressure’’ selling without 
regard to demand. 

He believes this to be one of 
the "evils” demanding correction 
because, in his opinion, it leads 
to market gluts and unemploy¬ 
ment. 

PLEDGE TOLD 

In his Jackson day dinner ad¬ 
dress Saturday night, the Presi¬ 
dent pledged cooperation with all 
who were willing to ’’help the 
evils that flow from undue con¬ 
centration of economic power or 
unfair business practices.” He 
served notice of a relentless fight, 
however, on a minority of “busi¬ 
ness men, bankers and industrial¬ 
ists” who he said intend a strug¬ 
gle "to the last ditch to retain 
autocratic control” over the coun¬ 
try’s economy. 

The views of one prominent in¬ 
dustrialist, Lammont Du Pont, on 
current business conditions were 
given to the senate unemployment 
committee yesterday. Du Pont, 
head of E. I. Du Pont De Nemours 
& Co., said his concern’s estimates 
indicated a 23 per cent decline 
In sales during the next six months 
but despite this would spend $38,- 
000,000 on new construction dur¬ 
ing 1938. 

ADD TO WPA ROLLS 

During the morning, Aubrey 
Williams, acting works progress 
administrator and the President’s 
first caller of the day, reported 
between 250,000 and 300,000 per¬ 
sons had been added to WPA roll.c 
since Dec. 1. The total on the 
rolls, he said, was 1,760,000. 

The President, meanwhile, re¬ 
sumed his conferences looking at 
an understanding with private 
power utilities. Out of these the 
administration hopes the utilitie.'; 
will begin much needed construe- ' 
tion, while the latter are count- j 
ing on leas federal competition i 
and regulation.

RURAL RELIEF 
NEEDS GAIN; 
FUNDS LOW 

' WASHINGTON. (.?>)-Secretary 
Wallace told a senate committee 
today that demands for rural re¬ 
lief were increasing steadily and 
that neither local nor federal agen¬ 
cies “have the means to cope” 
with the situation. 

A deficiency appropriation may 
be necessary to carry farm re¬ 
lief through to another harvest, he 
said. 

Testifying at the unemployment 
Inquiry he blamed the industrial 
recession, falling farm prices, in¬ 
creased mechanization of agricul¬ 
ture and drought for the critical 
condition which he said demanded 
expansion of rural relief. Farm 
income, he said, would fall this 
year 5 to 10 per cent below 1937. 

The relief need is greatest, he 
said, in the great plains region, 
which has suffered from droughts 
since 1934.

10 IN PLANE 

Sheriff Lovitt I. Westlake, who 
lead the searching party over tor¬ 
tuous roads and trails to the 
wreckage, said he “counted nine 
bodies” in his hasty examination 
at the scene. 

A report Stevenson might have 
left the plane at Butte caused the 
number of dead to be questioned 
(or a time last night, but airport 
officials at Butte, the plane’s last 
stop before the crash, stated eight 
passengers and two crew members 
where aboard when it took off 
from Butte. 

The sheriff reported the bodies 
were badiy burned, three had been 
thrown, or fallen, from the fuse¬ 
lage, and the others—he could not 
tell if there were six or seven— 
were tossed into the front of the 
shattered airliner. 

.MORE SHATTERED 

The wings lay in position at 
right angles to the wrecked fuse¬ 
lage, and the nose of the ship 
appeared to have been snapped 
off by impact with the frozen 
ground. 

The passengers were the first 
to be killed in a transport plane 
crash in Montana, and the first 
to meet death on a Northwest 
airlines flight. The National Safe¬ 
ty Council awarded the line a 
certificate last year for its 11-year 
record of flying 47,000,000 pas¬ 
sengers miles with no passenger 
fatalities. 

The plane, bound for Chicago 
from Seattle, via Minneapolis, had 
been grounded for a time at Butte 
because of bad weather. It’s next 
stop would have been Billings, 
Mont. 

Alfred Nikles, a Bridger moun¬ 
tains rancher, furnished a bobsled 
and horses to take the searching 
party the last leg of the trip into 
the canyon-cut mountains. 

PLANE BURNS 

Two woodcutters, C. A. Larson 
and Glenn White, said they saw 
the plane go into a tail spin and 
burst into flames as it struck the 
earth about 200 feet from them. 

One body was thrown clear of 
the wreckage, the two witnesses 
said, but it landed so close to the 
flames they could not reach it. 

Weather in the Gallatin valley 
was fair at the time of the crash. 
The sky was cloudy but visibility 
was fair, and a strong west wind 
was blowing. 

Air officials expressed the opin¬ 
ion unofficially the pilot had flown 
north of his course in an effort 
to avoid air currents prevalent 
over the rocky canyons of the 
Bridgers. The plane crashed about 
12 miles off the radio beam. It 
was north of its regular course. 

ALIEN LICENSE 
LAW URGED 

LOS ANGELES. — Legisla¬ 
tion that would restrict commer¬ 
cial fishing off the coast of Cali¬ 
fornia to American citizens was 
urged before the state assembly 
game today by American Legion 
leaders, who declared the opera¬ 
tion of fishing boats in California 
waters by aliens is "decidedly 
inimical.” 

Lail Kane, chairman of National 
Defense of Navy Post 278, Amer¬ 
ican Legion, said the state depart¬ 
ment of the organization favors 
such restriction from the stand¬ 
point of national defense, con¬ 
servation and unemployment. 

“Ownership of such fleet of fish¬ 
ing vessels as is now operated by 
aliens is decidedly inimical,” he 
sftid. 

"We are thoroughly satisfied 
that these (UUng vessels can be 
used for laying i^ea."

Heavy movements of Japanese 
troops and artillery from the in¬ 
terior of the coast were reported 
in Shanghai. Since they did not 
arrive there, it was believed the 
troops were reinforcements for 
Japanese attempting to con¬ 
solidate their gains at Hangchow, 
some 100 miles southwest of 
Shanghai, for a drive to the west. | 

Foreign advices from Hangkow 
said 24 Japanese bombers “flying 
very high” dropped 100 bombs on 
the air field there. Clouds of 
smoke indicated the hangar was i 
burning. The new raids were de¬ 
signed to cripple reorganization of 
Mme. Chiang Kai - Shek’s ai* 
forces. i 

Japanese planes bombed Liu- 
chow, 900 miles southwest of 
Shanghai; Kian, 500 miles to the 
southwe.st, and Nancheng, 400 
miles from Shanghai in the same 
direction. 

Rapid advance of mobile col¬ 
umns across the eastern Shantung 
plains threatened to cut off the 
retreat of enormous Chinese forces 
in Shantung, southern Hopeh and 
northern Kiangsu provinces. With 
Tsingtao in Japanese hands, Japa¬ 
nese were expected to occupy the 
Shantung railway leading to 
Tsinan, conquered provincial cap¬ 
ital, as a routine operation with 
only a comparatively small num¬ 
ber of troops.

COURTOUTLAWS DANCE NIGHT

MADISON, Wis. (Ah—The state 
supreme court by a unanimous de¬ 
cision today outlawed the Wi.scon- 
sin Development Authority, a "Lit¬ 
tle TVA conceived by Governor 
La Follette and authorized by the 
1937 legislature to promote public 
ownership of utilities. 

In an opinion written by Justice 
Oscar M. Fritz, the high court held 
that the legislature illegally had 
delegated sovereign governmental 
power to the privately controlled 
corporation by completely abdicat¬ 
ing to it responsibilities which can 
be vested only in public officials. 

The decision jeopardizes the 
Wisconsin Agriculture authority, 
a similar private agency author¬ 
ized to promote the sale of Wis¬ 
consin farm products.

RATE DROP 

Officials Experiment 
With New Type Lamps 

Santa Ana will begin the work 
of changing over Its street light¬ 
ing system to afford a maximum 
protection to motorists and pe¬ 
destrians in June, Street Commis¬ 
sioner Ernest Layton promised to¬ 
day, 

Layton said the project, whether 
entailing a modernization of ex¬ 
isting ornamental lights, or instal¬ 
lation of a new lighting system 
would be begun Immediately after 
funds are made available in next 
year’s budget. 

Possibility was seen today that 
preliminary work would begin in 
the near future, financed by ap¬ 
proximately S1200 lopped from the 
city's current bill with Edison com¬ 
pany by a decision of the state 
railroad commission approving 4 
per cent reduction in street light¬ 
ing rates. 

Total saving to the city was 
based on a yearly bill of J30,.^00, 
City Auditor Lloyd Banks .said. 
The Edison company was unable 
today to set the date the reduction 
would go into effect. 

Layton announced that the city 
would undertake tests very short¬ 
ly to determine the type of street 
light to be installed. One single 
stanrlard test pole already has been 
installed on South Main street, and 
experiments in sandblasting tops 
of light globes to direct rays to¬ 
ward the street are under way in 
the city shops at the present time, 
he said. 

Estimates of cost of installation 
of a gooseneck type of street light. 
In place of the present 18-foot 
double ornamental lights are ex¬ 
pected shortly, Layton said. Test 
lights of each type will be installed 
prior to any decision by council. 

The councilman admitted it 
would be impossible to begin the 
changeover job at the present time, 
as funds in the street budget are 
virtually exhau.sted. "However," ' 
he said, "we are determined to get 
the maximum possible light —and 
we can start work five months 
from now,"

BRITISH FILM 
CASE CAUSES 
U. S. CONCERN 

I NEW YORK. (JP) — Spokesmer 
I for the Guamont British Picture 
corporation, whose subsidiary 
British Acoustic Films, Ltd., has 
begun patent infringement litiga¬ 
tion against two leading makert 
and distributors of American 
sound film mechanism, today said 
the outcome might affect virtually 
every motion picture theater in 
this country. 

The American defendants named 
in the action filed yesterday in 
federal district court at Wilming¬ 
ton, Del., were the RAC Manu¬ 
facturing company, a subsidiary 
of the Radio Corporation of Amer¬ 
ica, and the Electrical Research 
Products, Inc., wholly controlled 
tiffiliate of the Western Electric 
company. 

While no statement of damages 
accompanied the yesterday’s plea 
for an injunction, local spokesman 
for the British interests said be¬ 
tween $ 10 , 000,000 and $ 20 , 000,000 
might be Involved. 

"rhe complaints, they said, were 
based on two patents. The first, 
a “device for feeding acoustic film 
at constant speed," was issued 
by the United States patent of¬ 
fice to Arnold Poulsen and Alex 
Carl Georg Peterson in 1926. 

A second patent was issued in 
1935 to Poulsen alone, and both, 
Guamont spokesmen alleged, sub¬ 
sequently were assigned to the 
British Acoustic films. Despite 
this, they said, the two American 
firms used the patented features 
on their mechanism.

“National Recovery by the Town¬ 
send National Recovery Plan” was 
the subject of an address delivered 
by Dr. C. W. Phiileo of Los Ange¬ 
les in Santa Ana Townsend hall 
last Saturday evening. He began 
by giving a graphic description of 
poverty as the arch enemy of hu¬ 
mankind and aptly pictured how 
as such it feasted upon suffering 
women and children, had wrecked 
homes and brought to ruin the 
most promising of nations. Vivid¬ 
ly he pictured how our nation had 
been tom in the grip of the most 
vicious period of economic strife 
in all time during the present de¬ 
pression. 

He gave vent to strong words 
as he said “I refuse to believe that 
God is responsible for this depres¬ 
sion, nor did it come by accident 
or chance. It was man made as 
most depressions are.” Attributing 
to some the statement that depres¬ 
sions are boiind to occur periodic¬ 
ally every 10 or 15 years he said, 
"If you had an automobile that 
was in the habit of breaking down 
every 10 or 15 miles you would do 
.something about it.” He illustrated 
how every financial debacle had 
been concluded with the rich hav¬ 
ing been made richer and the poor 
poorer and said “We are going to 
demand a new deal that is a new 
deal and 1 think we have a New 
Dealer in the esteemed person of 
Doctor Francis E. Townsend.” 

The speaker showed his lack of 
sympathy with much of the Roose¬ 
velt administration by humorously 
referring to the A.A.A. and the 
C.C.C.’s and concluded this portion 
of his address by reciting a parody 
on the “Three Little Pigs” as fol¬ 
lows: “This little pig went to mar¬ 
ket, this little pig was shot, and 
all the rest practiced birth con¬ 
trol and soon the poor farmer 
had none.” In this connection the 
point was made that restriction 
of wealth methods as advocated 
and practiced by the present ad¬ 
ministration are not the roads to 
prosperity but to poverty instead. 
He told of the inexhaustible 
wealth of American soil and how 
from it new wealth could be cre¬ 
ated and that what Americans 
wanted was a chance to take off 
their coats and roll up their 
sleeves and go to work. He avered 
that if the Townsend plan was 
made law the privilege of a job 


would soon be every American’s 
and that then the nation would 
again soon be experiencing a new 
piosperity because of the new 
wealth being produced. 

"Uncle Sam” he said, "la a 
mighty sick man suffering from 
an attack of pernicious anemia 
and we propose to cure him by 
putting pressure behind money un¬ 
til the ills resulting from poor cir¬ 
culation arc cured.” He told of 
Henry Ford’s philosophy smd how 
the general public was beginning 
to recognize the sense of his idea 
that before business concerns 
could prosper the wage earners of 
America must be Invested with 
purchasing power resulting from 
good wages in return for the priv¬ 
ilege of honest toil. 

He pictured the mutiplicity of 
taxes now existing on nearly all 
articles marketed to the public and 
illustrated with bread on which he 
said there were 65 different hidden 
taxes. On each gallon of gasoline 
he pointed out there were 15 dif¬ 
ferent hidden taxes besides the 
four cents generally known. Con¬ 
tinuing he told of the benefit to 
business as would result from ap¬ 
plication of the 2 per cent trans¬ 
action tax and the subsequent pur¬ 
chasing power that would result. 
A change in opinion is crystallz- 
ing he said, which is giving more 
credit to the spender instead of the 
hoarder as an asset to society. The 
philosophy of the Townsend plan 
he pointed out was in getting peo¬ 
ple to spend instead of to save. 
Saving for a rainy day he conclud¬ 
ed will not be longer necessary 
when the Townsend plan becomes 
law because then “it a’int going to 
rain no more.”

Big Tree Nursery 
Started by U. S. 

WINONA, Minn. (A»l Tons of 
.seed, representing more than 9,- 
000,000 potential trees and shrubs, 
have been gathered by the soil 
conser\'ation service tree nursery 
for use in erosion control work iri 
the Upper Mississippi valley. 

Collected in wooded areas near 
here, the seed will be planted in 
the Winona SCS nursery. Approx¬ 
imately 7,000.000 hardwoods and 
2,060,000 conifers are expected to 
be produced from the seed, says 
A. D. Slavin, regional nurseryman 
for the service. 

Principal hardwoods represented 
are white oak, burr oak, green 
ash, black locust and hackberry, 
while scotch pine, western yellow 
pine and red cedar are the most 
common conifers. 

Black locusts are widely used 
for gully work control because 
they grow well In poor soil and 
have thick, interlacing root sys¬ 
tems which anchor the trees fli iidy 
in the ground and hold the soil in 
place.

R. and A., repeatedly gave this 
reporter only one answer to all 
Bifggestions for abolition or mod¬ 
ification of the stymie. 

“The ball must be played as 
it I lies. That’s the first rule of 
golf—and the last." 


Knowing full well how the “old 
lady” of golf feels, the Ameri¬ 
can body has, nevertheless, ruled 
that for the next year its players 
may lift the “inside" ball on the 
green If it is within six inches 
of the cup. Furthermore, the Roy¬ 
al and Ancient wasn’t even asked 
for its approval.

TRENTON, N. J. 659—An army 
of specially-trained state inspect¬ 
ors climbed over and under thou¬ 
sands of New Jersey autos today 
as the motor vehicle department 
started compulsory tests to drive 
unsafe cars from the highways. 

All “rattle-traps” were doomed, 
but a relic of pre-war days that 
had been kept in shape stood a 
better chance than a sleek 1938 
de luxe with cock-eyed headlights 
or lazy brakes. 

Thirty-day jail terms and $200 
fines for recalcitrants were writ¬ 
ten into the law which went into 
practical effect today with the 
opening of 28 inspection stations. 

The first batch .of hundreds was 
notified to submit to Inspection 
within seven days of a stipulated 
date—at a charge of 50 cents each 
for semi-annual tests. 

Thousands have submitted to 
pre-view unofficial tests, which 
Motor Vehicle Commissioner Ar¬ 
thur W, Magee said were gratify¬ 
ing. 

Some have complained, largely 
on the ground the new law would 
“penalize” the poor motorist. Ja¬ 
son Licitra of Lyndhurst has or¬ 
ganized opposition under the 
name of the New Jersey Anti- 
Automobile Examination league 


and claims several thousand sig¬ 
natures to a petition to the legis¬ 
lature to repeal the law because 
it would “chase the poor man 
from the highways.” 

The New Jersey motorist, start¬ 
ing today, drives his car onto two 
plates which check the wheel 
alignment and steering wheel 
play, as seven inspectors hop to a 
two-minute job. Up go the front 
ends of New Jersey’s million odd 
cars under jacks and the springs, 
electric wiring and exhausts are 
tested. Other inspectors look over 
the mirrors, glass, windshield 
wipers, horns and lights. Photo¬ 
electric cells show headlight beam 
intensity and focus. 

Finally, an inspector drives the 
car at five miles per hour on a 
brake testing machine. 

Those who pass these and other 
mechanical tests get windshield 
stickers certifying their cars have 
been O. K.’d. 

Those who don’t must keep off 
the road until they fix up their 
cars—or else. 


SACRAMENTO. (iPl—Prospects 
of ending ferry competition with 
both the great San Fransi.sco bay 
bridges faced the Caiifornia Toil 
Bridge authority today as it took 
under advisement a proposed 
$3,750,000 payment to the South¬ 
ern Pacific-Golden Gate Ferries, 
Ltd.

LONDON.—John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., may be one of the richest men 
in America bnt you’d never know 
it from the comparatively simple 
.student life David, his youngest 
son, is leading here. 

David, who enrolled recently for 
a year’s post-graduate work in the 
London school of economics, is liv¬ 
ing in a modest flat near the 
school on a scale no different from 
that of any student of independent 
but moderate means. 

There is no butler to open his 
door, no valet to dress him, no 
chauffeur to drive his car. He 
doesn’t even own a car. 

Like most student.s, he has a 
roommate. He .shares his apart¬ 
ment with William Walters, a 
Minneapolis boy with whom he 
made friends at Harvard. 

As for servants, their ’’staff” 
consists of one—a woman who 
comes m each day to cook and 
clean. 

HE’S A CONSERVATIVE 

David is the first of his family 
to try out personally the educa¬ 
tional facilities of the London 
school although Rockefeller insti¬ 
tute has contributed to its support 
for years. 

If any one wonders at a Rocke¬ 
feller attending a school with the 
left wing reputation this one ha.s, 
David is ready with an answer. 

”As far as I can see, that char¬ 
acteristic of the school has been 
greatly exaggerated,” he says. 

Ho merely laughs at the idea 
that his attendance here indicates 
any left wing .sympathies.

He docs not, however, have to 
go outside his apartment house to 
be reminded of left wingers.

Records Birds’ Songs

ITHACA, N. Y—The life of Al¬ 
bert R. Brand is a lyric. 

He quite the stock market in 
1928, before the big tumble. He 
retired at 39. And for 10 years 
he has been capturing bird songs. 

The former stock broker has be¬ 
come one of the foremost authori¬ 
ties on the songs and calls of birds. 
In capturing those calls and songs 
on phonograph records, he is an 
ornithological pioneer. Brand start- 
in the financial game at 15 as a 
banking house employe. He was so 
busy for the next 24 years he had 
no time for the kind of education 
he wanted. At 25 he was the 
youngest member of the New York 
Stock exchange. 

BUILT RECORDER 

About 10 years ago, he decided 
to get his higher education in the 
field of ornithology. He went to 
Cornell university to study with 
Prof. Arthur A. Allen and ran into 
an obstacle that made him a pio¬ 
neer. 

Desiring to master bird calls 
quickly in order to better identify 
the birds, he looked for phono¬ 
graphic recordings to speed his 
work but could find only a "few 
mediocre human imitations.” 

By 1931 he had perfected a ma¬ 
chine that would record bird 
voices. The results were not the 
best but they interested the Cor¬ 
nell engineering department.

Approximately $788,600, exclu¬ 
sive of taxes, will be expended in 
this divLsion of the Edison com¬ 
pany during 1938, Division Man¬ 
ager Rodney E. Bacon announced 
today.

In addition to the amount al¬ 
located directly for expenditures 
in this area for operation, mainte¬ 
nance, new construction and pay¬ 
rolls, this division will gain 
through sy.stem - wide better¬ 
ments planned for 1938, Bacon 
explained. The company has al¬ 
located funds for the completion 
of its Boulder Dam tran.smLssion 
line and the construction of other 
transmission lines and switching 
stations, at a cost of approxi¬ 
mately $3,000,000. 

The Edison company d u r i n g 
1938 will be instrumental in the 
distribution of approximately $26,- 
000,000 in its Southern and Cen¬ 
tral Califomia territory for new 
construction, operation and main¬ 
tenance and taxes and payroll.s. 

In presenting their summary of

HOLLYWOOD.—They are film¬ 
ing three endings to ’’The Baroness 
and the Butler,” the William Pow- 
ell-Annabella film. 

They aren’t concerned with how 
the story ends -whether the hero¬ 
ine shall marry the hero or shall 
kill herself or take vanilla. That’s 
all settled. What bothers them is 
whether Annabella should spill 
coffee on Powell, and if so. Just 
how much coffee shall she spill. 

It’s the "tag” that counts—the 
final scene. Producers and writers 
huddle fiercely on that particular 
portion of a production, often take 
straw votes timong themselves and 
their studio workers to decide on 
it. 

The fade-out invariably leaves a 
strong impression on the fans. If 
it’s a good impression, they’re sup¬ 
posed to be more prone to tell 
their friends about the picture. 
Often—now think back—a good 
“tag” will give you a happy im¬ 
pression of a picture that wasn’t 
nearly as good as you left the the¬ 
ater thinking it was. 

Without going into exhaustive 
research on the matter, the “tag” 
that strikes me as most nearly per¬ 
fect for the film it concluded was 
that on "It Happened One Night” 
—a scene in which neither Claud¬ 
ette Colbert nor Clark Gable ap¬ 
peared. Tritest of tags, of course, 
is the fade-out kiss, but variations 
on this, smartened and brightened, 
never fail to win approval. 

The practice of filming two 
story endings to a picture is still 
common. The idea behind it is 
that a city audience can "take” an 
unhappy ending, whereas the .small 
town and rural fan wants his 
screen life sugared. In “The Wed¬ 
ding Night” Anna Sten died for 
the classes, but lived and loved for 
the masses. Showing how much 
difference it sometimes makes, the 
picture itself died for both.

1800 or 1851. 

The Estudlllo home was bull' 
of adobe and was badly damage 
by earthquake in 1868, after whicl 
it was reinforced with woodwori 
The building has fourteen roomt 
with first floor built on grounj 
where the kitchen and dining roor 
were, with store rooms leading of 
from a wide hall. 

Indian servants also lived on th: 
ground floor as well, one room be¬ 
ing kept as a wine cellar, for th- 
Estudlllo family, the first whit 
family to come to San Leandrr, 
entertained on a very lavish scale 
At one party. It is recorded, that 
$3400 was spent on champagne 
alone. 

LrVINO QUARTERS 

Upstairs are the living quarters 
of the family, with bedrooms lead- 
off the wide hall. High dignitaries 
were received in the front left 
room, the reception room. 

In the rear of the home a large, 
black fig tree almost 90 years old 
Is still growing and bearing fruit. 
It was brought from Spain by 
Estudlllo when three years old

Motherhood and Science 

The news story of the man who refused to allow his 
wife to have doctors attend her when she had her baby 
is news because it is so unusual today. And it emphasizes 
how far science has gone to remove the dangers, the fears 
and the pain of motherhood. 

Only a century ago practically all babies were bom 
In their parents’ homes, and in a majority of cases no 
doctor was in attendance. 

There was a logical reason: lack of knowledge of anti¬ 
septics made childbirth in a hospital far more dangerous 
than at home, and a lack of medical understanding of the 
problems involved made the simple administrations of a 
midwife far safer than the work of doctors of that time. 

As for the pain—because of the phrase in Genesis 
reading, “In pain shall thou bring forth children,’’ it was 
considered immoral to do anything to alleviate the suffer¬ 
ing of motherhood. 

Today we approach the problems of motherhood dif¬ 
ferently. Men and women are devoting their time and skill 
so that bringing little children into the world is becoming 
more and more the beautiful and natural thing it should 
be. Modern hospital technique has reduced by 75 per cent 
the fatalities by infection after childbirth; 20th century 
obstetrics and Caesarian work are saving the lives of 
thousands of mothers and babies who would have died just 
a few short years ago. New anaesthetics, plus pre-natal 
diet and exercise, are reducing the accompanying discom¬ 
forts more and more. 

So that, when a husband refuses his wife the aids of 
childbirth offered by modem science, it is truly news, 
because it is science which is bringing us into the golden 
age of motherhood. 

Supreme Court Changes 

The alarming illness of Justice Cardoza emphasizes 
the changes which have come in the past eight months to 
the supreme court. 

Just last summer President Roosevelt railed at the 
Nine Old Men as the Citadels of Conservatism. 

Since that time Justices Van Devanter and Suther¬ 
land—two confirmed conservatives—have retired. Justice 
Black, a flaming liberal, has taken the place of the former, 
and the vacancy left by the latter probably will go to 
anothei' New Deal man. 

If Justice Cardoza’s illness should mean his retire¬ 
ment, the New Deal aspect would not change much, how¬ 
ever, ar. the sick tribune has been most sympathetic to 
Roosevelt legislation. 

Taken all in all, the President now seems to have 
gained the upper hand in his struggle to dominate the 
supreme court. 

With the court, as well as both houses of the legisla¬ 
ture, under his influence, he carries a great responsibility. 

Such tremendous power demands careful deliberation, 
straightforward action and magnanimous outlook toward 
the entire nation—friends as well as foes. 

Fenelon Sets a Good Example 

Here’s a ray of sunshine for the taxpayer: 

Purchasing Agent Fenelon has devised a new plan of 
buying county printing which will save public money, he 
reports. 

Instead of following the “hand-out” method in vogue 
in machine politics, this new official will call for bids and 
check the work himself. 

No longer will the county be without direct control 
over the price and quality of the work. 

Mr. Fenelon has our congratulations for his devotion 
to saving money for the taxpayers. 

All county officials should check and re-check their 
departments in an effort to cut expenses and thus reduce 
the tax rate. 

They should handle county business just as economi¬ 
cally and carefully as if it were their own, something 
which does not seem to have been done in some cases in 
the past. 

A Wise Amendment “Shelved” 

The house has shelved the Ludlow war amendment, 
we note with regret. 

This was done at President Roosevelt’s request. He 
said the amendment would “cripple” his influence in inter¬ 
national affairs. 

As the matter stands now, the President and a 
majority of congress—some 250 men, composing a closely 
knit clique in Washington—can plunge 130,000,000 of us 
into a foreign war. 

The Ludlow amendment would have taken this power 
from the 250 and given it to the 130,000,000, who, after all, 
must do the fighting and dying. 

And that’s the way it should be, we think. The Presi¬ 
dent’s influence may be strong enough at present to over¬ 
ride the movement for letting the man who must do the 
fighting do the voting. But the day will surely come, we 
hope, when the justice and common sense of the Ludlow 
amendment are recognized and enacted into law. 

The Loaded Gun A^ain 

Two bright young Orange county boys are dead 
today because they dropped loaded .22 rifles from their 
bicycles. 

The rifles fell to the street and fired, each one killing 
its owner. 

These two tragedies will warn other youngsters, and 
their parents, we hope, of the danger of loaded guns. 

Boys are carefree and careless in the handling of 
guns. It is a natural boyish trait. They are so enthusi¬ 
astic about having weapons that often they do not fully 
realize the danger and responsibility. 

Parents of boys who own .22 rifles should read to 
them about the unhappy deaths of Odell Handley, 15, and 
Bobby Elliot, 12, and explain the danger of carrying

I have a special interest in the 
dispute over the so-called post- 
office subsidy to the press, par¬ 
ticularly the newspaper section of 
the press as distingruished from 
the magazines, because this com¬ 
plaint was what Jim Farley had 
in mind that time he said that U 
he had a message for the public 
he preferred the air to pruit. I 
gave him an agrument, and it 
turned out that Jim wanted some 
publicity for a deficiency between 
the amount which the papers pay 
for their second-class postal serv¬ 
ice and the amount which he 
claims that service costs. 

This was no compliment to the 
mob of government press agents 
who have burrowed into the hide 
of the body-politic in Washington, 
but it was no medal of honor for 
the press, either. 

Anyway, the piece has been In 
print three ways since then. It 
broke in the annual report of the 
postoffice department and was 
given a good rife; then Mr. Roose¬ 
velt talked it up in the press con¬ 
ferences, which made it practieal- 
ly "must" copy, and now it is in 
again in the form of an answer 
from the postal committee of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association. 

That answer has its merits, but 
not enough of them, because there 
is one point where it says that the 
papers can be transported and dis¬ 
tributed by private agencies more 
cheaply than by the postoffice 
department. Knowing that pub¬ 
lishers are not philanthropists by 
nature, I have to wonder why they 
don’t quit using the mails and go 
over to the private agencies if that 
is so, and there is enough diserep- j 
ancy left between Farley’s report | 
and the publishers’ reply to call 
for another review of the whole 
case. 

SO.METHING WRONG j 

Certainly somebody is either 
misrepresenting things or using 
expense account arithmetic, and 
it will be in the papers’ own inter¬ 
ests to clear up the matter. Other¬ 
wise, Mr. Roosevelt, Jim and 
Harold Ickes, who are always 
needling the press, will be able to 
toss off cracks about the news¬ 
papers’ postal graft according to 
the administration’s own figures 
and break the force of any honest 
criticism of the government. 

No president in our time has 
been as hostile to the press as Mr. 
Roosevelt, although, curiously, no 
presidential family in our time ex¬ 
cept that of Warren Harding, who 
was a publisher, made as much 
money out of journalism while in 
office. It is true that Coolidge 
got a dollar a word for his stuff, 
but that was after he left the 
White House, whereas journalistie 
genius flashed in the writing 
Roosevelts the instant the returns 
were in in 1932 as suddenly as it 
hit Jess Willard when he knocked 
out Johnson and Dempsey when 
he knocked out Jess. 

Louie Howe was around like a 
literary pack peddler as soon as 
Hoover admitted defeat, with es¬ 
says for sale on this and that, and 
a smart agent with a little sport¬ 
ing blood in his veins might do 
worse right now than buy up 
cheap options on the literary out¬ 
put of the families of all those 
possible nominees in 1940 who are 
now quoted at long odds in the 
future book. 

CAN’T .JUSTIFY ‘SPLIT’ 

Jim Farley’s accountants and 
service experts elaim that a news¬ 
paper riding the mail as second- 
class matter at a very low price 
receives the same care and speed 
of delivery as a first-class letter 
under a three-cent stamp. News¬ 
paper men who know the circula¬ 
tion business claim that this just 
isn’t so. That should be easy to 
settle, and no amount of other- 
handling and whoevering can jus¬ 
tify the continuance of any rates 
which give the papers a free ride 
or a cut rate at the taxpayer’s ex¬ 
pense. There is just no argument 
about the fact that some small 
country papers do ride absolutely 
free in their own respective 
counties and even though this is 
only a small item in the total de¬ 
ficiency which Jim charges to the 
handling of papers, nothing can be 
said to justify it. 

The only attempt at justifica¬ 
tion is the sentimental plea that a 
lot of little country operators get¬ 
ting along with a hatful of type 
and :i kickpress ern’t afford to 
pay postage, but by the same 
reasoning the litle country grocer 
should bo allowed to deliver his 
corn meal and canned goods free 
through the mail. 

One curious thing occurs in this 
controver.sy which seems to upet 
the old Upton Sinclair .superstition 
that a kept or subsidized press is 
servile to its sugar daddy. 

Becau.se if the American press 
does enjoy a. subsidy it has not 
only bitten the hand which feeds 
it but munched it off clear up to 
the shoulder.
